I appreciate your search for a copy of the long analysis I did of ■ L df i ton's indecency. 

I thought I'd sent you a copy because I was concerned that you were jeopardizing your own 
reputation by what I still regard as your atypical support and endorsement of one of the 
most dishonest of critics' books. 

Since writing you I've gotten more confirmation of his having blackmailed the Balti- 
more policeman who ' d been helping Livingstone and tliat man is the only one I can recall 
who ever even asked to look at the missing MLW file. The significance of fiat file is that 
it, too, destroys the fiction Lifton invented and commercialized so successfully. (l hear 
he blew the fortunes he made from the hardback in the stock market.)

Y/hile 1 do not want this to happen to anyone, few people deserve 
punishment more than he for the evil he has done and the harm he has done to all legit, 
criticism of the official mythology. 

From a good and a dependable source who has first-person knowledge I learned years 
ago that when he was living with his parents, while rewriting the book or thereafter, 
they found his behavior so bad th£f they changed the locks to keep him out. 

Perhaps whatever his mental problge is make him innocent of evil intent but the result 
is and has been evil, hurtful, misleading, misinformatige, disinformational and confusing. 

Prom what I hear he has given L-fcone a basis for criticizing all critics of his com- 
mercialization and exploitation that °tone has used effectively with the media. 

Fortunately Livingstone has not been here in a long time and his calls are infrequent. 
Be appears to be completing High '^reason II for which he has a publisher. I've asked him 
no questions about it.
